The book is entitled, “Maddie 
- a verdade da mentira”, or “The 
Truth of the Lie”, and is promis- 
ing to be a best-seller here in Por- 
tugal, following 
the enormous 
coverage it has 
received by the 
media here the 
past few days. 

Over 200 

pages, the 

former chief inspector, who re- 
signed in June to unveil the “facts 
of the investigation”, gives his 
version of the events, especially 
the initial stages of the investiga- 
tion. 

These latest revelations come 
as a fresh blow to the McCanns, 


who learnt on Monday that Por- 
tuguese authorities had closed the 
investigation and lifted their sta- 
tus as arguidos or persons of in- 
terest. 

A statement handed to The 


Portugal News by the Attorney 
General’s office on Monday 
said the investigation had been 
closed due to lack of evidence 
against the McCanns and Robert 
Murat. 

The missing girl’s parents, 
Kate and Gerry McCann, were 


made arguidos, last September as 
part of a police investigation into 
the disappearance in May 2007 of 
their then three-year-old daughter 
from an Algarve holiday complex. 

British-bom Robert Murat, a 
long-time Algarve 
resident who lived 
close to resort 
where the 

McCanns were 
staying, was made 
an arguido two 
weeks after the 
young child’ s unexplained disap- 
pearance on May 3, 2007. 

The Attorney General’ s office 
addedthatthe McCann case might 
be reopened if any “relevanf ’ evi- 
dence emerges. 

In the meantime, Amaral (48) 
says the abduction of Madeleine 
McCann was “fabricated” and 
thatherparents were guilty ofneg- 
ligence for leavingtheir three chil- 
dren alone and unattended in their 
holiday apartment as they dined 
at a nearby Tapas restaurant. 

The former police detective 
adds atone stage, he and colleagues 
were led to believe that Kate 
McCann was willing, in an “indi- 
rect manner”, to indicate where the 
body ofMadeleine couldbe found. 

“According to Kate McCann, 
details of where Madeleine might 
be, was given to her by people 
with psychic or paranormal pow- 
ers. The body could be in a drain 
that leads out near the beach at 
Praia da Luz or on the eastern side 
ofthe beach”, he writes in hi s hook. 

Amaral has justified the writ- 
ing of the book “from the neces- 
sity I felt to reinstate my good 
name which was smeared in pub- 
lic without support of the insti- 
tution that I have belonged to for 
26 years, the Portuguese Judici- 
ary Police, or allowing me to de- 
fend myself”. 

He explains that when “I was

laid off the case, I realised it was 
time to publicly defend myself I 
immediately asked for retirement 
sol could regain my full freedom 
of expression. 

“A criminal investigation 
should only com- 
mit to finding ma- 
terial truth. It 
should not be con- 
cerned by politi- 
cal correctness”, 
he says accus- 
ingly, with a 
veiled reference to 
the said interference by Whitehall 
in the investigation shortly after 
Madeleine went missing. 

He continues: “For me the in- 
vestigation was killed off on Oc- 
tober 2“*^ 2007 (...) when the 
McCann’ s released a photo-fit of 
the alleged kidnapper. 

He continues later: “I had the 
feeling that with that statement 
[when the formerNational Direc- 
tor of Police publicly declared 
that giving the McCanns ‘arguido’ 
statuses had been a rushed deci- 
sion] he was preparing the public 
for the inevitable, the end of the 
investigation and the shelving of 
the case. 

“We always found it odd the 
way the couple were treated”, he 
says, “even after being made offi- 
cial suspects, and 
how they eventu- 
ally had access to 
police informa- 
tion”. 

“If there were 
mistakes in this case, then that is 
one of them”; referring to the de- 
lay in making the McCanns offi- 
cial suspects. 

“There was too much politics 
and too little policing”, admits 
Amaral. 

He reports that every day, for 
the first few days, around 09h00, 
the childrenwouldbe handed over 
to the on-site creches, picked up 
at around 12h30, taken back at 
14h30, and collected at 17h30. 

They would thenbe taken to the 
apartment where the couple 
would bathe and relax enjoying 
New Zealand wine before putting 
the children to bed at roughly 
19h30-20h00. They wouldthen 
all go for dinner. 

All the families put their chil- 
dren to bed at the same time, he 
writes. 

The book also says Kate 
brought Calpol with her to Portu- 
gal, but to use as paracetamol, not 
as a sedative, and claims she never 
gave the children any whilst they 
were in Portugal. 

During police investigations in 
the UK, he alleges a schedule was 
found on the fiidge on whichitwas 
detailed thatMadeleine had bad or 
inconsistent sleeping patterns. 

The only medication found in 
the apartment was a box of para- 
cetamol. 

“When police arrived on the 
night Maddie disappeared, the 
cots in which the twins slept had 
no blankets and Madeleine’ s bed 
was only slightly unmade”, he 
claims, adding: “The twins slept 
soundly throughoutthe ordeal de- 
spite the mother’ s screams when 
she foundMaddie missing”. 

He also claims that despite 
claiming the window was open 
and the bedroom curtains flying in 
the wind, Kate left the twins 
alone to go back to the restaurant 
and raise the alarm. 

Gon 9 alo Amaral also writes 
that the only finger-prints found 
on the window shutter belonged 
to Kate McCann.

records, Amaral reveals that no 
phone calls were made from 
Kate’s mobile phone between 
April 27* and May 4*, nor re- 
ceived between 1 lh22 and23hl7 
on the night Madeleine disap-

was a fabrication ofkidnap. Kate 
Healy and Gerry McCann are 
suspected of being involved in 
covering up the disposal of their 
daughter’s body.

left Portugal and returned to the 
UK, one family member is said to 
have become convinced the man 
he saw carrying a child was Gerry 
McCann. In his book, Amaral 
says the “the likeness became 
obvious as he watched images of 
Gerry disembarking the plane car- 
rying son Sean.” 

“F or me and my team, working 
with me at the time and until Oc- 
tober 2007, the conclusions we 
reached are: Minor Madeleine 
McCann died in apartment 5 A of 
the Ocean Club, in Vila da Luz, on 
the night of May 3* 2007. There 


going to press, it 
was unclear 
whether or not Kate and Gerry 
McCann would be lookingtotake 
legal action against Gon 9 alo 
Amaral. 

Earlier this week, Kate 
McCann said in a statement to the 
media that they welcomed the 
announcement from the Portu- 
guese Attorney General to lift 
their status as arguidos, “al- 
though it is no cause for celebra- 
tion”. 

“It is hard to describe how ut- 
terly despairing it was to be 
named arguidos and subse- 
quently portrayed in the media as 
suspects in our own daughter’ s ab- 
duction - and worse. It has been 
equally devastating to witness the 
detrimental effect this status has 
had on the search for Madeleine. 

“We look for- 
ward to scruti- 
nising the police 
files to see what 
has actually been 
done and, more 
importantly, what can still be 
done, as we leave no stone 
unturned in the search for 
Madeleine. We would once again 
urge anyone with relevant infor- 
mation to come forward and call 
our helpline on +44 845 8384699 
or send information to 
investigation(^findmadeleine.com 
Kate McCann concludes: “Fi- 
nally we would like to thank eve- 
ryone who has supported us and 
stayed with us duringthis particu- 
larly difficult period.

A qualified medical doctor, 
Seruca Emrdio spent 
-Z \most of the 1980s 
involved as a team doctor for a 
number of football clubs in the 
region. It was in this area, by his 
admittance, that his popularity 
grew and so too did calls for him 
to launch a candidacy for the 
position of Louie Mayor. 

He failed in his first bid in the 
early nineties, but in 2001, with 
the tide turning against the 
Antonio 
Guterres - 
led Social- 
ist govern- 
ment, he 
was 

elected by a narrow margin after 
he was “convinced” by the com- 
munity to stand for the position 
under the umbrella of the Social 
Democrat Party. 

But his achievments in the fol- 
lowing four years ensured a land- 
slide victory in 2005, and he be- 
lieves he should stand for a third 
and final term in next year ’ s mu- 
nicipal elections, though no for- 
mal position has been assumed 
by him or his party. 

However, in abidto “conclude 
his work and give continuity to 
efforts already in place”. Mayor 
Emfdio believes he should stay on 
for another four years. 

He also refers to the huge boost 
in the population in recent years, 
and the diversity of the people of 
Louie, saying more than a dozen 
different nationalities are regis- 
tered with schools in the Almancil 
and Quarteira regions, and stat- 
ing the city needs to adapt to the 
fast changing social appearance 
of the council. 

When questioned on some of 
the positive points of his coun- 
cil, he says: “I believe Louie is an 


cermng re- 
cent wor- 
ries over 
safety in 
Louie, es- 
pecially in Vilamoura, the Mayor 
replies: “The figures I have indi- 
cate that there has been no clear 
increase in the number of crimes 
committed in the district of 
Louie”. 

Referring specifically to 
V ilamoura, he admitted that they 
have been working closely with 
interest groups to improve secu- 
rity and reduce the number of 
petty crimes recorded in the area 
of the Marina. 

“Vilamoura is undoubtedly 
a draw card and we have to en- 
sure that its image remains 
healthy”. 

He adds that talks are cur- 
rently underway in a bid to have 
CCTV installed on the main road 
starting at McDonalds heading 
towards the Casino and subse- 
quent hotels. 

Louie, comparatively speak- 
ing, has few shopping areas and 
centres, but Seruca Emidio 
pledges that “is going to change”. 

However, he says he is intent 
on bringing quality to the region 
and will not repeat the mistakes 
of other cities in the Algarve. 

“We will not accept the first 
request to build a shopping cen- 
tre that comes our way.

Airport at Earo, diverting the traf- 
fic of smaller and commercial 
planes with up to 70 passengers 
to the venue at Louie. 

How would he react to the in- 
troduction of tolls on the A22- Via 
do Infante motorway? 

“I am strongly against tolls on 
the A22, as the alternative route, 
the EN 1 25 , no matter how much 


it is renovated, is not a viable al- 
ternative”, he adds. 

But he admits that tolls could 
be introduced at a later stage and 
that people should be ready to 
provide arguments against such 
a move and force Lisbon to look 
at further improving alternatives, 
including the EN 1 24. 

In terms of new roads, he has 
promised to improve the access 
routes to Quinta do Lago and V ale 
do Lobo, while also improving the 
connection between these two 
landmark 
resorts. 

He also 
said the 
City Hall 
is looking 
at “in- 
vesting 

heavily” in improving the con- 
nection between Earo and 
Almancil. 

Confronted with the outcry re- 
garding the building of a dual-car- 
riageway between Louie and 
Earo, the mayor explained that 
the route in question should have 
been approved and built “many 
years ago”, especially at the time 
when the Algarve Stadium was 
built at the turn of the century. 

Regarding the opposition re- 
ceived over the road’ s building. 
Mayor Emidio explains that 
“only a couple of homes will be 
affected”, adding that “the peo- 
ple who are affected will receive 
compensation”. 

While admitting that he does 
not know of this case “in particu- 
lar”, “collective interests are more 
important than those held by in- 
dividuals”. 

As for the existing route, the 
mayor says it is “not worthy of a 
city such as Louie, bearing in mind 
the increasing trafic between the 
City and Earo.” 

A councillor and the deputy 
mayor were called upon during 
the interview to explain the rea- 
sons behind the route. 

Armed with plans and maps of 
the proposed route they stated 
that “no house that was legally 
built will be demolished”, said 
Deputy Mayor Jose Gra^a. 

He added that widening the ex- 
isting road would result in “un- 
desirable demolitions and was 
clearly not viable.” 

The City Hall further stressed 
that the process will be open for 
public consultation and that any 
interested parties can still make 
their opposition heard. 

The proposed route is also still 
being surveyed and an environ- 
mental impact study is in the 
process of being drawn up. 

According to estimates, the 
closest the dual carriageway will 
come to any home will be ‘ ‘around 
20 to 30 metres”

stresses 
that “Louie has it all”.

Motorbike madness fills Faro 


For the 27*^ consecutive year, tens of thousands of bikers came from all over the world to what is 
Europe’s largest biker rally, the Faro Bike Meet, one of the biggest in the world and an example to be 
followed. For the first time bikers from Madeira were able to participate in the four-day party, bringing 
their bikes with them on the new Funchal-Portimao ferry service. 


From last Thursday until Sun- 
day, Faro was injected with a 
yearly boost of adrenalin, the 
thousands of two- wheel aficio- 
nados filling the streets with deaf- 
ening revs, buzzing vibrations, 
and plenty of good-humoured ca- 
maraderie. 

Framing the entrance to the 
grounds stood a mammoth struc- 
ture, a gateway which traslated 
as ‘Welcome Home’. 

Locals have grown fond of the 
event and its participants, wel- 
coming the hoards of leather-clad 
bikers with pride, lining the streets 
to greet them on their arrival and 
again on the last day, sending them 
off with a fond farewell. 

As has become tradition the 
last day of the event is marked by 
a mounted mass parade that takes 
place throughout the city, sym- 
bolically lead by Faro Bike Club 
president Jose Amaro, followed 
by thousands of bikers waving 
poignantly to by standers as if to 
acknowledge and thank their hos- 
pitality . 

It is also an opportunity for 
bikers to wave their goodbyes to 
each other until 2009. As the 
bikes cruise though the streets. 


flying flags and banners, traffic 
grinds to a near halt though toler- 
ance is maintained and no one 
seems to mind giving priority to 
the bikes. 

For spectators this is the 
highpoint of the four-day affair, 
many securing the best possible 
viewing points by placing tow- 
els, chairs and sun-shades on the 
pavements in the early hours of 
the morning. 

According to Faro Bike Club 
(Moto Clube de Faro), organis- 
ers of the event since day one, this 
year 23,500 people checked-in at 
Vale das Almas (near Faro air- 
port), slightly more than last 
year. This figure would have been 
significantly boosted by day- 
visitors and guests. Passengers 
flying into Faro Airport enj oyed 
a unique birds-eye view of the 
expansive grounds, which were 
literally covered with thousands 
of colourful tents and gleaming 
bikes of all shapes and sizes. 

Owners are as eccentric as their 
machines, from the down-right 
normal to the utterly weird- and- 
wonderful, such as one regular 
who every year brings his pet 
Iguana, which has a biker’ s jacket 
of his very own. Another regular 
sight are biker’ s dogs, rehshing all 
the fuss and attention and sitting 
quite contentedly on the back of 
their owners’ bikes. 

Hundreds of fellow bike clubs 
from around the Algarve and be- 
yond volunteer their services to 
help organise and run the mega- 
show, ensuring it runs without 
incident. 

And it seems that huge efforts 
have paid off. Last year no deaths 
were registered and this year the 
good news continued, with only 
nine minor accidents taking place 
in which eight people suffered 
slight injuries. 

The on-site hospital tended to 
900 people, mostly for insect 
bites and sunburn. Two people 
were taken to Faro hospital, one 
an 84-year-old woman with 
Alzheimer’s, the other an indi- 
vidual with heart problems. Just 
two cases of alcohol poisoning 
were reported. 

No other major incidents were 
reported inside the venue, though 
in Olhao an unknown group of 
individuals set about two Spanish 
bikers and one Portuguese for no 
apparent reason. One of the vic- 
tims was admitted to hospital with 
possible brain trauma. Police are 
still looking for the attackers.

Bikes galore of all marks and sizes. 
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Birth-rate plummets, 
infant mortality up 


Portugal’s population is grow- 
ing older as birth-rates diminished 
again this year, 3,000 less births 
than in 2006, as well as a slight in- 
crease in the infant mortality rate. 

A report issued by the General 
Health Board last week also 
showed that the prenatal mortal- 
ity rate (foetus’ over 28 weeks and 
still born under seven days) re- 
turned to a diminishing tendency 
from 4.8 to 4.5 deaths in 1,000 
births last year. Alentejo and the 
Azores have an above average pre- 
natal mortality rate, both with 7.3 
deaths for every 1 ,000 cases. 

Infant mortality (children un- 


der one year old) had a slight in- 
crease relative to 2006, a year 
when Portugal had the lowest rate 
ever (3 .3 deaths per 1 ,000 births), 
and equalled 2005 ’ s figure of 3 .4. 
The slight increase was registered 
in every region of the country ex- 
cept for the Algarve and the 
Azores. 

According to the report, 
neonatal mortality rates (under 28 
days after birth)inPortugal are two 
per one thousand births, but in 
Viana do Castelo the figure dou- 
bles to 4.4. Leiriais one of the best 
regions of the country with 0.5 
deaths per one thousand births. 


followed by Castelo Branco with 
0.7. 

Portugal’s average figure for 
babies dying under seven days old 
is 1 .6 per one thousand births, an 
unchanged value for the past three 
years. Guarda, Viseu and 
Portalegre are the sub-regions with 
the highest figures.

Portugal’s Foreign 
Minister expressed 
cautious optimism 
Tuesday that the 
agreement between 
President Robert 
Mugabe and Zimbabwe’s 
Opposition party to 
discuss a power-sharing 
arrangement could bring 
a solution for the crisis- 
wracked country. 

Describing the agreement 
reached on Monday in Harare 
as a“sign of hope”, Lms Amado 
noted it was the “first time in 
20 years” that Mugabe and Op- 
position leader Morgan 
T svangirai had met together. 

“In principle, it’ s a positive 
sign”. Minister Amado told 
journalists in Brussels. “Let’s 
see if it’s sustainable or not. 
We’ll know during the nextfew 
weeks how this agreement will 
develop”. TPN/Lusa 


According to a passenger trav-

At 1 1 :25 am, on Thursday July 1 7'^ 2008, a 
Thomas Cook Airways flight from Faro to Leeds 
Bradford airport came within kilometres of 
disaster, passengers on board have claimed. 

Leeds Bradford International air- 
port at 12:15pm 
The Portugal News con- 
tacted Faro Airport Thomas 
Cook Air Traffic Controller Alan 
Stirk, who denied any knowledge 
of the supposed near-miss, say- 
ing “If that was the case we 
would have heard from out UK 
Duty Office, but we have heard 
nothing”. 

This latest incident follows a 
number of reports from Faro air 
passengers who all told of inex- 
plicable last-minute aborted land- 
ings as their aircraft were suppos- 
edly about to touch down, the 
first of which was came to light 
in January 2006, with a further 
three incidents reported by read- 
ers since June. 

A spokesperson for the air- 
port ground operations told The 
Portugal News, “We have no 
information that these incidents 
occurred, but the only explana- 
tion for such a manoeuvre is 
safety, if, for example, another 
aircraft is still on the runway”.

MOT on day of registration 


A new law, starting on August 
20*, will oblige cars to undergo 
compulsory inspection until the 
day of the license registration, not 
until the end of the month of the 
registration. This new measure is 
to lower the congestion of MOT 
centres at the end of the month. 


According to IMTT (Portu- 
guese DVLA), over 400,000 com- 
pulsory inspections are done 
every month in Portugal and dur- 
ing the last days of every month 
the MOT centres are overrun with 
cars doing their last minute MOT. 
This new law will spread inspec- 


tions out over the duration of any 
given month and car owners will 
not be subjected to long waits. 
Each inspection will be more rig- 
orous and the changes also men- 
tion that inspections can be car- 
ried out up to three months before 
the day the vehicle was registered.

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Middle classes request food handouts by e-mail 



Dozens of emails asking for help have 
reached the Portuguese Charity Union 
UMP {Uniao das Misericordias 
Portuguesas)most\y coming from a new 
type of needy family; those who still holiday 
but suffer hunger due to the current 
financial crisis. 


The e-mails are believed to be 
from people trying to reveal as 
little as possible about them- 
selves though need to ask for 
charitable help in overcoming 
hunger caused by the current on- 
going economic crisis . 

Manuel de Lamos, president 
of the UMP, said “these are peo- 
ple with a different profile, they 
don’ t live in misery, but are on the 
brink of poverty”, adding that 
this is a growing phenomenon 
since the beginning of the year 
when debt and financial difficul- 
ties hit an all-time high. 

“We are not talking about the 
elderly, the typically unem- 
ployed, but about people of 45 
years of age or under who maybe 
aren’t willing to suspend their 
Netcabo payments or cancel 
their holidays, but they will go 
hungry”. 

The e-mails are being sent onto 
various institutions and followed 
up by social services and only 
then are they handed over to the 
charities who will ultimately dis- 
tribute essential goods. 

However these institutions are 
also feeling the pinch of the crisis 
with the rising cost of foods and 
fuel. 


“On the one hand the number 
of requests is rising, on the other 
hand the number of people, eat- 
ing in institutions is also on the 
up. Elderly people who would 
have lunch once a week in an in- 
stitution now eat there every 
day, along with children and 
youths”, he explained. 

“ Y ounger people who come to 
eat have a different attitude, they 
tend to sit in corners, eat quickly 
and leave, as they feel ashamed” . 

This change in patterns had 
also been underlined by Isabel 
Jonett, head of the Food Bank 
Federation. 

She described “they are peo- 
ple who will live for a certain pe- 
riod of time above their means, 
they then get into significant debt, 
and are further worried by rising 
taxes, fuel and food costs”.

EU proposes special funding to combat food price rise 


The European Commission 
has proposed to establish a 
special “facility for rapid re- 
sponse to soaring food prices 
in developing countries”. 

The fund would be worth 
€1 billion and would operate 


for two years, 2008 and 2009. 
This money would be in addition 
to existing development funds 
and would be taken from unused 
money in the European Union’ s 
agricultural budget. It would be 
provided to developing coun- 


tries which are most in need, 
based on a set of objective crite- 
ria. 

The facility would give prior- 
ity to supply measures, improv- 
ing access to farming supplies 
such as fertilisers and seed, pos- 


sibly through credit, and to safety 
net measures aimed at improving 
productive capacity in agricul- 
ture. 

The support would be paid via 
international organisations, in- 
cluding regional organisations. 


The proposal falls under the 
co-decision procedure and the 
Commission hopes that Coun- 
cil and Parliament can reach 
agreement by November in or- 
der not to lose the unused 2008 
money.

Lisbon welcomes Karadzic arrest, says EU must be ‘open’ to Serbia 



Portuguese Foreign Minister Luis Amado 
has weicomed Serbia’s arrest of key Bosnia 
war crimes fugitive Radovan Karadzic, 
saying the move signaiied the new 
Beigrade government’s desire for 
integration into the European Union. 


“The news (of the arrest) dis- 
closes the commitment of the 
Serbian authorities to develop a 
pro-European agenda and more 
rapidly approach the standards 
and requirements that the Euro- 
pean Union demands for Serbia 
to become a member of the Euro- 
pean family”, Minister Amado 
said in Brussels. 

While acknowledging that Ser- 
bia and the B alkan region in gen- 
eral faced an ongoing process of 
“internal stabilisation”, Luis 
Amado said it was important for 
the EU to show its readiness for 
“rapid integration” by Belgrade. 

“The European Union’ s open- 
ness for the rapid integration of 


Serbia is a determining factor for 
the stabilisation of the western 
Balkans”, he said before attend- 
ing anEU foreign ministers meet- 
ing. TPN/Lusa

Clampdown on ring-tone scams 


EU Consumer Commissioner Megiena Kuneva has announced the 
resuits of an EU-wide investigation into websites offering mobiie phone 
services such as ring-tones and wailpapers. 


The enquiry, which was car- 
ried out on more than 500 
websites across the 27 Member 
States, Norway and Iceland, 
found that 80% of the sites 
checked need to be further inves- 
tigated for suspected breaches of 
EU consumer rules. Many of the 
websites target children and 
young people. Problems found 
included: unclear price informa- 


tion where prices are incomplete 
and do not include taxes, and cus- 
tomers are unaware that they are 
signing up to a subscription. 
Large numbers of websites do not 
provide some of the required con- 
tact information about the trader. 
Other problems relate to mislead- 
ing information where key infor- 
mation is hidden in very small 
print or hard to find on a website 


or the word ‘free’ is used to mis- 
lead consumers into long-term 
contracts. The breaches vary in 
the degree of seriousness. More 
than 495 million mobile phones 
are owned by Europeans. Ring- 
tones alone were estimated to 
make up 29% of the overall ‘mo- 
bile content’ market in Europe in 
2007 (about 10% higher than 
2006). 


The value of European ring- 
tone sales in 2007 was estimated 
at €691 million. Seven countries 
Norway, Einland, Sweden, 
Latvia, Iceland, Romania, 
Greece) are publishing the 
names of the websites which 
they found to have irregularities. 

“This EU wide action is a di- 
rect response to hundreds of 
complaints from consumers that 


have been received by national 
authorities. Ear too many peo- 
ple are falling victim to costly 
surprises from mysterious 
charges, fees and ring-tone sub- 
scriptions, which they learn 
about for the first time when 
they see their mobile phone bill. 

There will be Europe wide en- 
forcement action to track down 
each of these traders. But we 


need to get a clear message out 
particularly to teenagers and 
children - Be on your guard ! It’ s 
all about the small print! 

There are many reputable 
traders out there, but to be safe 
when buying these services, 
check the fine print every time 
and make sure you are not sign- 
ing up for more than you bar- 
gained for.” 



President signs spelling standardisation 
accord 


Portugal’s head of state, 
Anibal Cavaco Silva, has signed 
the Orthographic Accord for 
standardisation of Portuguese 
language spelling, apresidential 
aide said this week. The an- 
nouncement came on the eve of a 
two-day summit that united all 
Portuguese-speaking countries 
in Lisbon. 

The accord was formally rati- 
fied by the Portuguese parlia- 
ment on May 1 6, following ear- 
lier similar moves by the legisla- 
tures of Brazil, Cape Verde, and 
S ao T ome and Principe . 

The BelemPalace aide told the 
Lusa News Agency, without 
elaborating, that Cavaco Silvahad 
“already” signed the accord, 
which was drafted in the frame- 
work of the eight-nation Commu- 
nity of Portuguese Language 
Countries (CPLP). 

The announcement came on 
the eve of the CPLP summit 
hosted this week in Lisbon 
which was devoted to the theme 
of promoting the shared lan- 
guage. 

Lisbon has made the promo- 
tion of the language - within 
CPLP member states and glo- 
bally - the central concern of its 
upcoming two-year mandate of 
the organisation. 

Prime Minister Jose Socrates’ 
government has announced Por- 
tugal is setting up a 30 million- 
euro language fund and will dis- 
patch up to 600 teachers to CPLP 
states and other countries over 
the next two years, beginning 
with the deployment of 200 high 
school teachers to Angola. 


Culture Minister Jose 
Antonio Pinot Ribeiro said the 
fund, which will be open to con- 
tributions from other countries in 
future, would finance Portuguese 
instruction programmes, training 
of translators and interpreters for 
international organisations, and 
strengthen the participation of 
Lusophone partners in interna- 
tional forums. 

Eoreign Minister Luis Amado 
said a key aim of the new strat- 
egy for promoting the learning 
and use of Portuguese worldwide 
would centre on creating a qual- 
ity network of language schools 
and cultural centres abroad. 

In a parallel initiative, Pinto 
Ribeiro announced the govern- 
ment had approved a resolution 
assuming responsibility for reha- 
bilitating Portugal’s extensive 
historical cultural heritage around 
the world. 

During a first stage, the culture 
minister said, an inter-ministerial 
commission would be mandated 
to carry out an inventory of his- 
toric Portuguese architectural 
sites worldwide, the biggest such 
extra-borders patrimony in the 
world, according to UNESCO. 

The co mm ission is to report 
back within 1 80 days. 

The President of Cape 
Verde, Pedro Pires, told the 
Lusa News Agency the best 
way to defend and promote the 
use of Portuguese was through 
literacy campaigns and the de- 
velopment of the education 
systems in the bloc’s less devel- 
oped members. 

He also urged the archipelago’ s 


Lusophone partners to breathe 
new life into the Cape Verde- 
headquartered International In- 
stitute of the Portuguese Lan- 
guage (IIEP), a bloc initiative 
that has languished since its crea- 
tion seven years ago due to in- 
adequate financing. 

“If we speak of the language, 
we must speak of the institute”, 
he said on visiting the IIEP fa- 
cilities in Cidade da Praia for the 
first time, applauding Lisbon’ s 
renewed commitment to back 
language instruction within the 
Lusophone space and abroad. 

In turn, former Angolan 
Prime Minister Marcolino 
Moco, who served as the 
CPLP’s first executive- secre- 
tary between 1996 and 2000, 
said a greater focus on the lan- 
guage would bring the bloc 
“more visibility” on the world 
stage. 

Recognising the limitations 
imposed by CPLP’ s geographic 
dispersion, Moco said “the ar- 
eas of culture and education 
should be privileged” as they 
represented “the principal link 
of unity” binding community. 

He suggested the bloc follow 
the example of the Erench- 
speaking community and set up 
its own satellite television and 
radio systems to complement 
Portugal’ s state-run African-di- 
rected television and radio 
broadcasters. 

The Lisbon-headquartered 
CPLP binds Portugal and Bra- 
zil to Lisbon’ s five former Af- 
rican territories and East 
Timor. TPN/Lusa 
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Growth downgrade ‘ ‘markedly less” than in many other EU 
states, Gov’t says 


The economic slowdown forecast by Portugal’s 
central bank is “markedly less” than that 
predicted in other European countries 
including Spain and Britain, Portuguese 
Economy Minister Manuel Pinho says.

“Portuguese firm s need to discover 
Angola’ s full potential” 


Minister Pinho was comment- 
ing to the Lusa News Agency on 
the lowering of the Bank of Por- 
tugal’ s growth forecast for this 
year from 2.0 percent to 1 .2 per- 
cent, announced a few hours ear- 
lier by central bank chief Vitor 
Constancio in Parliament. 

But Portugal’ s growth down- 
grade is “markedly less than in 
various European countries that 
are on the verge of recession,” 
said Lisbon’ s economic minister, 
giving Spain and the UK as exam- 
ple s. 

The fact that Portugal’ s down- 
ward growth revision for 2008 is 
less severe than in many other 
European countries “is the result 
of what has been done” by the 
Lisbon government, added 
Manuel Pinho. 

Portugal has managed to avoid 
worse prospects for economic 
expansion through “budget 


amendments and reforms (made) 
at the right time, otherwise there 
would be less room for manoeu- 
vre,” said the Minister. 

“Paced with such a brutal 
shock” from outside forces we 
have an obvious course: we sup- 
port small and medium enter- 
prises (SMEs) and large firms”, 
said Pinho, adding Portugal’s 
Socialist government will con- 
tinue to “take measures to sup- 
port sectors most affected by the 
international situation.” 

Portugal’s central bank has 
downwardly revised its forecast 
for business investment this year 
from 3.3 percent to 1.0 percent, 
but this lower-than-forecast fig- 
ure is “clearly superior to the to- 
tal for 2002, 2003 and 2004”, said 
Pinho, a clear sign that national 
“business chiefs now have more 
confidence” despite the gloomy 
global economic picture. 


Portuguese companies need 
to discover the full potential of 
markets in Angola, which has re- 
cently become the main destina- 
tion for Portuguese exports out- 
side the European Union, a Lis- 
bon official has said. 

Pernando Serrasqueiro, State 
Secretary for Trade, was speak- 
ing in the Angolan capital at the 
start of the Luanda International 
Pair (PILD A), that ran until Sun- 
day gathering 550 firms from 26 
countries. 

Serrasqueiro told the Lusa 
News Agency he hoped “more

Tome debt 

Sao Tome and Principe’s 22 
million euros debt to Portugal has 
been cancelled and Lisbon will 
open a 50 million euros credit line 
to its former colony, officials 
said. 

The accord to cancel Sao 
Tome ’ s debt to Portugal was f or- 
malised by the archipelago’s fi- 
nance minister, Angela Viegas, 
and her Portuguese counterpart, 
Pernando Teixeira dos Santos, 
who was on a 24-hour visit. 

Viegas said the debt annul- 
ment, made under Portugal’s 
commitments to the Paris Club 
of creditor nations, “will clearly 
help out” Sao Tome’s state fi- 
nances, as “current resources will 
be redirected to development 
programmes and the fight against 
poverty.” 

The two ministers also signed 
an accord for Lisbon to assist in 
the modernisation of Sao Tome’ s 
public finances, under which 
Portugal will provide a 50 million 
euros credit line to the Gulf of 
Guinea micro state. TPN/Lusa

Lisbon aiding creation of 
telecom training centres for 
African partners 


Lisbon will give €500,000 to 
help finance the creation of tel- 
ecommunications training “cen- 
tres of excellence” for its Por- 
tuguese-speaking African part- 
ners, a senior official said at the 
weekend. 

Alberto Sousa Miranda, vice- 
president of Portugal’ s National 
Communications Authority 
(ANACOM), announced the 
initiative last Priday in the Cape 
Verdean capital at the close of a 
two-day meeting of telecommu- 
nications officials from Africa’ s 
five Lusophone states, known 
collectively by the acronym 
PALOP. 


Souto Miranda said the train- 
ing centres would be set up in 
Cape Verde and Mozambique 
and possibly in Angola for use 
by all five former Portuguese 
territories, which also include 
Guinea-Bissau and Sao Tome 
and Principe. 

The initiative was agreed last 
year between Portugal and the 
International Telecommunica- 
tions Union, with Spain indi- 
cating it would help finance the 
project with a view to aiding 
Equatorial Guinea, a former 
Spanish colony in the Gulf of 
Guinea.

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Portugal tourism, holiday-makers staying 
closer to home say agencies 


According to travel agencies and tour 
operators, last minute reservations and 
destinations closer to home are what 
holidaymakers seem to be demanding the 
most this year, further contributing to the 
industry’s slowing-down, which has been 
increasingly felt since the beginning of 2008. 


Most agency windows show 
arange of ‘last minute deals’, and 
this year has been described as 
“an extraordinary year for pro- 
motions, that has not occurred in 
a long time. The fall in sales is 
being felt all round and operators 
are therefore lowering their 
prices and carrying out promo- 
tions”. 

This was confirmed by the gen- 
eral director of the Gomes Pereira 
Travel Agency chain, Filomena 
Caldas, who also said travel to 
Brazil is experiencing “adjust- 
ments” after many years of ex- 
pansion and has been “one of the 
most sacrificed destinations”. 

According to Filomena 
Cladas, Egypt has become one of 
the most popular destinations as 
it offers four and five star all-in- 
clusive accommodation at very 
competitive prices. 

Other Northern African desti- 
nations, like Tunisia, and Tur- 
key, have also become popular 
choices for the same reasons. 

“Y ou can still enj oy a good trip 
on a €500 budget”, she stressed. 


Carmo Camacho, of Geotur, 
reiterated that recent favourite 
destinations Jamaica, Brazil, 
Cuba, Mexico and the Domini- 
can Republic have been the most 
penalized, mainly caused by 
heavy fuel surcharges that signifi- 
cantly up the cost of package 
holidays but he still believes there 
is room for growth. 

According to experts, it is 
these last minute deals and spe- 
cial promotions that are saving the 
travel industry in Portugal from 
a greater crisis as they are in much 
demand due to an economically- 
strapped population. 

Joao Passos, head of the Por- 
tuguese Travel Agency andTour- 
ism Association (APAVT) said 
that whilst Brazil is no longer 
considered an economically- 
friendly option, internal travel to 
destinations such as the Algarve, 
Madeira and the Azores, is bet- 
ter than expected. 

In Portugal there are more than 
1,200 agencies making up the 
travel industry, which is worth 
an estimated three billion euros.

EU approves financing 
for Azores inter-island 
maritime transport 

The European Commission has given its agreement to a 
Portuguese aid scheme that aims to promote regional 
development in the Autonomous Region of the Azores. 


The so-called SIDER (Sistema 
de Incentivos para o 
desenvolvimento Regional dos 
Agores) focuses on four areas of 
action: local development, the 
tourism sector, promotion of 
quality and innovation, and stra- 
tegic projects for regional devel- 
opment. 

The scheme covers the period 
of 2007 to 2013. The estimated 
annual budget for the maritime 
sector will not exceed €5 mil li on. 

Given its climate and maritime 
conditions, the characteristics of 
its port facilities and existing 
fleet, inter-island maritime trans- 


port in the Azores requires addi- 
tional costs compared with other 
regions. 

The Azores are also Portugal’ s 
furthermost region and eligible 
for assistance. 

The region suffers permanent 
handicaps because of its remote- 
ness and difficulties in partici- 
pating in Portugal’s internal 
market. 

The Commission therefore 
concluded that the aid is compat- 
ible with the Common Market. 
It is justified by its contribution 
to regional development and the 
handicaps it seeks to alleviate.

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Texting 

without 

borders 

The 2.5 billion text 
messages sent every 
year by roaming 
customers in the EU cost 
over 1 0 times more than 
domestic short 
messages (SMS), show 
figures released recently 
by the European 
Commission. 

The average cost of a roam- 
ing text message in the EU be- 
tween October 2007 and 
March 2008 was €0.29 ac- 
cording to the European Regu- 
lators’ Group (ERG), but can 
be as high as €0.80 for travel- 
lers from Belgium. 

Calls on the industry for 
self-regulation and voluntary 
reductions of roaming prices 
for text messages have not 
been answered. 

The Commission will 
therefore start working on 
measures to ensure that con- 
sumers benefit from a truly 
single market for mobile text 
services. 

The EC says it will also seek 
to put an end to ’bill shocks’ 
that can hit roaming custom- 
ers using a mobile connection 
to surf the Internet.

improvement 

Lisbon region is to receive 
€20 million to support ad- 
ministrative modernization 
projects, increase the envi- 
ronmental value and reno- 
vate critical districts in 
Almada and Amadora. Sev- 
eral contracts, in line with the 
EU QREN Funding Pro- 
gramme, were signed on 
Tuesday and the projects are 
moving at a fast pace, ac- 
cording to Minister fot the 
Environment. 

Investments are predicted 
for seven rehabilitation and 
environmental projects, to- 
talling €1.2 milhon, 34 admin- 
istrative systems moderni- 
zation (€8.4 million) and € 1 0 
million will be invested in two 
renovation projects in 
Almada and Amadora. 

According to Environment 
Minister Francisco Nunes 
Correia, 268 public tenders 
have been opened for the 
QREN Programme, corre- 
sponding to €7.3 billion, or 
39 percent of QREN’ s avail- 
able funds for Portugal. 

In Lisbon’ s case, from the 
€89 million given to public 
tender between last Novem- 
ber and July 2008, €26 mil- 
lion is already allocated to the 
119 already approved 
projects. 

Nunes Correia also said 
that €134 million has been 
transferred from the commu- 
nity funds to support differ- 
ent projects, and added that 
the money invested will be 
reimbursed to the investing 
company. 


Criminals’ guns taken away 


Lisbon’s Judiciary Police 
seized 150 guns and 3,000 rounds 
of ammunition after a year and a 
half investigation came to an end. 
AU the seized items came from 82 
house searches in the Greater Lis- 
bon area, the Alentejo and the 
North of Portugal. 

The operation, coordinated 
by a single investigator with a 
team of 1 1 officers, dismantled a 
criminal organisation that pro- 
duced and sold illegal weapons. 
The Criminal Investigation of 
Judiciary Police seized 65 guns, 
75 replicas (including shotguns, 
rifles, automatics, revolvers and 
handguns), 25 scopes, silencers 
and a detonation cord. Most of 
the arsenal was seized from two 
workshops where a production 
line for guns had been created, and 
the remaining weapons and am- 
munition were found in the crimi- 


nals ’ homes. 

The seized items were “doz- 
ens of firearms and 66 mobile 
phones” said Pedro Fehcio, sen- 
ior coordinator for the criminal 
investigation department of the 
Judiciary Police. He also added 
that during the whole operation 
“188 people, over 500 mobile 
phones, forty cars, over 80 bank 
accounts and 100 credit cards 
were identified” and that most of 
the criminals, aged between 16 
and 70, had previous criminal 
records. 

“Besides the original weap- 
ons, many of them with unknown 
origins because their serial 
number had been scraped off, 
various replica weapons had 
been transformed into real fire- 
arms” explained the coordinator, 
adding that the production hne re- 
quired great skill for these trans- 


formations. 

The weapons, costing be- 
tween €200 and € 1 ,000, were sold 
or rented in Portugal or exported 
to Spain and Holland. It is be- 
lieved many of them were used 
in violent crimes such as 
‘carjacking’ and armed robberies. 

The operation unveiled about 
60 illegal gun shops, from the 
North to the South of the coun- 
try, and several intermediaries in 
many of Lisbon’s problematic 
districts although many were 
clever enough not to get caught in 
possession of the weapons. 

Possession of a weapon with- 
out a license can lead to a five year 
prison sentence, with the possi- 
bility of reaching up to 10 years 
in trafficking cases, 15 years if 
they were used for robberies or 
25 years if they were used to 
murder someone.

Stabbings in Praia da Rocha 


On Sunday morning, July 20'^ two men were 
between rival gangs in Praia da Rocha. 


The fight broke out at 
around 07h00 on Sunday 
morning between an Eastern 
European group and a gang 
whose members are of African 
origin. 

Two members of the East- 


ern European group, of 
around 30 years of age, were 
stabbed; one in the lungs and 
the other in his back and head. 

Both victims were taken to 
the Barlavento Hospital with 
serious injuries, but were re- 


stabbed during a fight 


leased the following day after 
their condition had stabilised. 

At the time of going to 
press, the PSP were still inves- 
tigating the incident, therefore 
they could not disclose any 
further information. 


Created in the 1 970’ s, the origi- 
nal Jesus Christ Superstar was 
first denied the privilege of reach- 
ing the stage as a musical. But, as 
Andrew Lloyd Webber and Tim 
Rice were so convinced it would 
be a hit, they released a music al- 
bum which soon flew up the 
charts. The people who origi- 
nally refused the project quickly 
changed their minds and the pro- 
duction was an instant world- 
wide phenomenon, starting in 
Broadway and subsequently 
reaching London’ s West End. 

Now playing in Portugal, 
Eilipe La Eeria has masterfully 
recreated the stunning success, 
not as a direct copy but with a 
more contemporary view of the 
theme as a whole. 

La Eeria watched the original 
musical when he was in his 20’ s, 
already in his performing arts ca- 
reer, and was so impressed with 
it he bought tickets for the follow- 
ing day’s show. 

When asked if he felt any added 
pressure to direct a musical which 
has had so much success in the 
past he confidently answered 
“No, it was a piece that inspired 
me when I first saw it and it was 
recreated with a lot of passion. 


The original authors (Andrew 
Lloyd Webber and Tim Rice) 
have seen the play and have said 
great things about it.” 

The cast of 58 actors is out- 
standing, according to La Eeria, 
and their commitment towards 
the play has been whole hearted, 
with critics being overwhelmed 
by their performances in the 
North of Portugal. 

La Eeria says he has set him- 
self a new challenge with a one 
month running of the play in 
Portimao Arena, with daily per- 
formances, andhopes the spacere- 
servedfortheplay win be fuU every 
night for the duration of the month. 

Small it is not as the stage will 
have 8,000 cubic metres of space 
andthe Arenahas acapacity tohold 
1,500 spectators a day. 

The Portuguese public have 
been reacting wonderfully to the 
musical and so far over 2 million 
people have seen the play in Por- 
tugal. 

Being accessible to all people, 
“of any religion or no religion”, 
the musical speaks of the unset- 
tled 2 Century, combining con- 
temporary problems with the 
story of Jesus Christ. La Eeria

tugal News’ readers “Y ou are all 
invited. Even if you have seen the 
play before, this is a new version 
and completely different, al- 
though the fundamental storyline 
is kept.” 

Subtitles, or overhead titles in 
this case, are displayed on a screen 
above the stage in Spanish and 
English for foreign spectators so 
as not to lose the gist of the story. 

The rock opera runs from 1 ** to 
30* August with daily shows at 
22h00 in Portimao Arena. 


Five endangered turtles released at sea 


Live turtles, of an endangered 
species, were released back to 
their natural habitat on Tuesday 
morning after being taken care 
of at Zoomarine over the last 
couple of years. Dayo, Dolly, 
Explorer, Estrunfe and Eyglia 
were released by the Portuguese 
Navy in the Portimao area. 

The five common-turtles, 
one of the seven existing species 
of turtles on the brink of extinc- 
tion, were taken from 


Zoomarine’s Shelter to 
Portimao’ s Naval Support Area 
at around 08h30 from where they 
were taken out to sea and released. 

Each turtle has a different 
story: Dayo was found wounded 
by a fisherman at Sagres in Octo- 
ber 2006 caught in abandoned 
nets and Dolly was accidentally 
caught by a trawler in December 
2006 in a debilitated state. Ex- 
plorer was found at Arrifana and 
saved by a fisherman, while 


Estrunfe was found at Arma 9 ao 
de Pera covered in barnacles and 
with a deep laceration to his 
neck. 

Eylia, the smallest of the 
group, was found in the Bay of 
Sines Port. 

Elio Vicente, marine biologist 
and director of Science and Edu- 
cation of Zoomarine, said “It is 
a special day for their return 
home and an opportunity for a 
second life.”

Venezuela’s Chavez visits 
Lisbon for business 


Prime Minister Jose Socrates and Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez witnessed 
the signing of bilateral economic accords on Wednesday in Lisbon during their third 
round of meetings since November. 


Officials said the accords 
focused primarily on public 
works, low-income housing 
and energy. 

On a European tour, 
Chavez arrived in the Por- 
tuguese capital Wednesday 
afternoon after visits to Rus- 
sia and Belarus. The Ven- 
ezuelan leader flew to Spain 
on Thursday. 

Worth 415 million euros, 
the biggest of the economic 
deals to be inked will con- 
tract a Portuguese consor- 


tium led by constructor 
Teixeira Duarte to revamp 
Caracas’ port of Guaira. 

Teixeira Duarte is also to 
undertake the construction of 
the Duas Bocas dam in Ven- 
ezuela, a 190 million euros 
project. 

The deals were negotiated 
in principle during Socrates’ 
visit to Venezuela in May, fol- 
lowing a brief visit to Lisbon 
by Chavez last November. 

Other business accords on 
the table involved the con-

struction of low-income 
housing in Venezuelan cit- 
ies, home to a large Portu- 
guese emigrant community, 
and the participation of 
Portuguese utility EDP in 
wind-energy projects and 
in Caracas’ third LNG 
train. 

Officials said Chavez had 
also indicated his interest in 
Portugal’s recently launched 
electronic school pro- 
gramme, e-escolas.

Except in the case of unusual 
weather conditions, no distur- 
bances of electricity supply are 
expected for this summer across 
the EU. 

This is the main conclusion of 
the analysis of the situation for 
this season prepared by the As- 
sociation of the European Trans- 
mission System Operators 
(ETSO) and presented to the 
Electricity Cross-Border Com- 
mittee of the European Commis- 
sion at the request of Energy 
Com mi ssioner Andris Piebalgs. 

ETSO and the European 
Commission also discussed the 
preparatory and coordination 
measures by ETSO members in 
order to avoid or mitigate the 
impact of any potential distur- 
bances in electricity supply this

criminal activities. 

Joao Eelgar, president of the 
Boa Hora Courthouse (Lisbon), 


announced this week it would not 
be possible to read out their sen- 
tence due to changes to the facts 
that initially led the gang to court. 

Being postponed to mid-Sep- 
tember, the verdict will only be 
read out if the change to the facts 
do not bring in any new evi- 
dence. If there is new evidence, 
the judge admits one or two 
more trial sessions will be re- 
quired to reach a verdict. 


President praises Cape 
Verde immigrants 


President Anibal Cavaco Silva has praised the bilateral 
cooperation between Portugal and Cape Verde in the area 
of immigration, saying all Cape Verdeans resident in 
Portugal enjoy “civic participation in the community”, the 
Lusa News Agency reports. 


Speaking after talks in Lis- 
bon with his visiting Cape 
Verde counterpart Pedro Pires, 
Portugal’s leader noted that 
Praia, the capital city, now en- 
joys a special partnership with 
the European Union and this co- 
operation is particularly strong 
in the area of immigration. 

Cape Verde’s 60,000-strong 
immigrant community in Por- 
tugal “has made a significant 


contribution to social and eco- 
nomic development” to the Af- 
rican country’ s former colonial 
ruler, noted Cavaco Silva. 

In reply President Pires said 
Cape Verde has recently en- 
tered a pilot immigration part- 
nership with the EU, a scheme 
that could become a “future 
model” for circular migration 
between the EU and third coun- 
tries. 


Moves to up tobacco taxes 


The European Commission 
has this week presented a Re- 
port and a proposal for a Di- 
rective to amend the current 
EU excise duty legislation on 
tobacco. The draft Directive 
foresees a gradual increase in 
the EU minimum taxation lev- 
els on cigarettes and fine cut 
tobacco up to 2014. 

The proposal also updates 
the definitions of different 
types of tobacco products so as 
to remove loopholes which al- 
low certain cigarettes or fine 
cut tobacco to be presented as 
cigars, cigarillos or pipe to- 


bacco and therefore benefiting 
from a lower tax rate. 

The proposal will also nar- 
row differences between 
Member States’ tobacco taxa- 
tion levels and so help tackle 
inter-EU tobacco smuggling. 

It would also make the taxa- 
tion rules more transparent, 
thereby creating a level play- 
ing field for manufacturers and 
giving flexibility to Member 
States to set minimum taxes. 

The proposal also aims to 
contribute to reducing tobacco 
consumption by ten percent 
within the next five years.

There’s no 
need to go far - just to the bottom of the garden, if you put up a 
summer house or tree house. We select some summer escapes. 


Have you ever dreamt 
about getting away from it 
all to a special place where 
you can sit and think, or 
even work in peace? 

Look no further than the 
bottom of the garden. It’s 
now the most fashionable 
location for a sanctuary. 

Many people, unable to 
move because of the hous- 
ing slump, are seeking out 
ways to get more space, and 
transforming a garden shed 
by clearing out bikes and 
clutter and giving it a lick 
of paint and a comfy sofa. 
Others invest in this year’ s 
ultimate ‘des res’ - a sum- 
merhouse or gazebo. 

Around 30% of us already 
use our shed as a cosy hidea- 
way, with carpet, curtains 
and even a TV, according to 
a Ronseal survey for UK Na- 
tional Sheds Week (July 7- 
13). 

That’s no surprise to in- 
teriors author Judith Wilson 
who’s researched garden 
sanctuaries and hideaways 
for her book Private Places. 

She says: “The conven- 
tional timber shed or sum- 
mer house has always had 
universal appeal. 

“Its physical separation 
from the house promises a 
hint of privacy, while its 
scaled down proportions ap- 
peal to the child in us all. 
Anyone in search of peace - 


from writers and artists to chil- 
dren or those working at home 
- regard it as the ultimate re- 
treat from the domestic 
scene.” 

Julia Berrie, marketing 
manager at Scotts of Thrapston 
which specialises in summer- 
houses and gazebos, says: 
“The garden’s often the larg- 
est space people own and with 
more people choosing to stay 
put and invest in what they 
have, versatile use of the gar- 
den is very much a priority. 

“A summerhouse, one of our 
most popular ranges, encour- 
ages all year round use of the 
garden. It’s a retreat that pro- 
vides a home away from home, 
a place to entertain and reflect 
in the heart of the garden.” 

The garden writing retreats 
of George Bernard Shaw and 
V irginia Woolf were the inspi- 
ration for Scotts of 
Thrapston’ s two newest sum- 
merhouses made in partner- 
ship with the National Trust. 

Poppy and Richard Squire 
were inspired to sell summer- 
houses through their own 
company. Garden Affairs, 
when family life became 
cramped in their modest ter- 
race house. 

Poppy, 43, says: “Richard 
was working from home in the 
spare room. But when we had 
our second child he had to try 
to work in the kitchen which 
was impossible.

under each other’s feet all 
the time. 

“In desperation we built 
our own garden room at the 
end of the garden, and then 
rapidly realised it was the 
envy of our friends. More 
and more people are now re- 
alising a room in the garden 
is the answer to their space 
problems - whether as a 
playroom or office - and it’ s 
a far cheaper option than 
moving.” 

There’s an enormous 
choice of styles and prices to 
suit most budgets ranging 
from those costing a few 
hundred pounds to those 
costing thousands that are 
durable and luxurious 
enough to almost be a ‘sec- 
ond home’.

No matter how attractive a 
garden retreat it will always look 
better if it’ s framed by foliage 
or plants and blends into the gar- 
den. This is especially important 
if you can see it from the house. 

Judith suggests: “Train arose 
or scented creeper up the walls 
of a traditional timber shed or 
fit window boxes beneath the 
windows. 

“A larger more modern struc- 
ture could be flanked by rustling 
bamboo or tall grasses and ar- 
chitectural-looking shrubs in 
giant galvanised pots.” 


Get down to basics 



Judith Wilson says: “The least 
sophisticated, but often most 
charming, form of garden retreat 
is the humble timber shed. Even 
the simplest can look delightful 
and will blend with garden foli- 
age if timber is treated and 
stained a natural shade.” 

If you want a year-round room 
then you should opt for a sum- 
merhouse or cabin wired for 
power and light, and ideally fit- 
ted with a phone point, heat 
source and weatherproof win- 
dows and doors. 

These are more expensive but 
bear in mind the cost is far less 
than building an extension on 
your home. If you just want to 
add power to a simple shed or 
garden hideaway get a profes- 
sional to do the job.

Beetroot should be grown in an 
open, sunny spot in well drained, 
fertile soil which has been en- 
hanced with well-rotted organic 
matter. You can sow outdoors 
from mid- April, although it’s 
best to warm the soil with cloches 
beforehand. 

Seedlings should be thinned 
when they are around 3cm high, 
leaving a single plant every 1 0cm. 
Keep the area well weeded and 
water every couple of weeks dur- 
ing dry weather. Mulching helps 
retain moisture, but dryness 
leads to woodiness. 

For a regular supply, beetroot 
can be sown every couple of 
weeks up to summer. Harvest 
when the roots reach tennis ball 
size, or else they become woody. 
Before lifting, loosen the soil be- 
low with a garden fork and try not 
to damage the roots. Roots can be 
lifted from summer to autumn, 
depending on the variety. 

Recommended types include 
‘Pablo’, a globe variety with 
smooth roots with good disease 
resistance, and ‘Cylindra’, a cy- 
lindrical variety with excellent 
keeping properties. 


Three ways to... ^ 

Keep fish healthy in hot weather 

1 . Increase water movement with an additional pump, maybe 
to run a fountain or simply create turbulence on the pond’ s sur- 
face. 

2. Make sure the pond is not overstocked. If it is, demand for 
oxygen will be high. An ideal capacity for a filtered pond is 50cm 
of fish per 1 ,000 litres. 

3. If the fish seem distressed, increase aeration by spraying a 
hose on to the surface. Remember to add a water conditioner such 
as TetraPond AquaSafe first, to make the new water safe.

From plot to plate 

Florence Fennel 


Florence fennel provides that 
delicious aniseed-flavoured addi- 
tion to many dishes, while its 
leaves can be used in garnishes and 
salads. It’s an unusual-looking 
vegetable which forms a spread- 
ing bulb at the base of the plant, 
celery-like leaf stalks and feath- 
ery sprays of aromatic leaves. 

It prefers a Mediterranean cli- 
mate, so grow it in a warm site in 
light, well-drained soil, working 
in plenty of well-rotted organic 
matter and watering it well in dry 


spells . Y ou can start it off indoors 
about a month before the last 
frost, then plant out the young 
seedlings when they have two 
pair of leaves, 30cm apart. Keep 
the area well weeded and well 
watered to promote growth. 

For some reason, other veg- 
etables don’t grow well with 
Florence fennel, so it’s best to 
grow it in a separate bed, so it 
doesn’t disturb them. Also be 
warned that it may bolt if sown 
too early or in a cold summer 


It has few pests and usually 
requires no feeding but will need 
even, light watering for best 
growth. Mulch around the base 
of the plant to blanch the bulb and 
make it more tender. When the 
bulb is around 10cm (4in) across 
you can harvest it, cutting the 
base just above soil level. The 
stump may produce a crop of 
smaller shoots. 

Good varieties include ‘Zefa 
Fino’ and ‘Cantino’, which pro- 
duce large bulbs.

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Roses grow on you 


I have the most glorious David Austin rose, ‘Golden 
Celebration’, recommended to me several years ago by the 
man himself when I inquired whether it was possible to grow 
fragrant old English roses in large containers. 



This repeat-flowering yellow 
shrub rose has now been housed 
in a large wooden trough for sev- 
eral years and is still doing well, 
but I would like to replicate its 
appearance and scent in other 
spots in my garden, which brings 
me to the subject of propagating 
roses. 

Taking rose cuttings is areally 
easy process as they will grow on 
their own roots. You can root the 
softwood cuttings in the open 
ground on a spare patch of land 
in early summer. The cuttings 
should be about 15-20cm (6-8in 
long). 

The advantage of a rooted cut- 
ting is the absence of suckers - all 
shoots belong to the variety be- 
ing grown. 

Choose healthy stems of the 
current season’ s growth and take 


off the lower leaves, leaving the 
bottom two-thirds of the stem 
bare, then use a sharp knife to trim 


off the bottom of the stem just 
below a leaf joint. 

Nip the growing tip out of the 


shoot, as the tips of rose cuttings 
are very soft and likely to develop 
fungal disease. 

Dip the base of the cutting into 
hormone rooting powder before 
placing it into well prepared 
ground. Take more than one cut- 
ting in case some don’t succeed 
and leave a space of at least 1 5cm 
(6in) between each. 

If you are putting them straight 
into the ground they will need 
protecting with a mini cloche or a 
soft plastic drinks bottle cut in 
half. This will help build up the 
humidity underneath. 

Alternatively, place four or 
five cuttings into a 20cm (Sin) pot 
filled with seed compost and 
cover the pot with a large, loose 
polythene bag after watering 
them in. They can be kept in a 
shady spot and the compost 
should be kept moist. 

As soon as the rose cutting 
starts to grow new leaves - usu- 
ally a sign of rooting - then gradu- 
ally take the cover off and grow 
the plant on as a normal potted 
shrub. 

Your cuttings should be well 
rooted by the autumn and rose 
plants can then be potted up in- 
dividually, to be planted out 
probably next summer. If you 
plant them out before then, you 
risk them being smothered by 
weeds or being trodden on and 
snapped. 

Y ou can wait until later in the 
year to propagate roses, taking 
hardwood cuttings in early au- 
tumn. Rooted outdoors, they 
should provide young plants af- 
ter a year. 

Remember to look after your 
stock once you have increased it. 
Now is the height of the flower- 
ing season but also the time when 
pests and diseases turn up to ruin 
all your hard work. 

Watch out for blackspot, 
which looks like ink spots on the 
leaves and can destroy your 
roses. Mildew and rust can also 
be disastrous for roses and spray- 
ing may be the only solution.

...using oil-based paints 
and varnishes 

• Oil-based paints and varnishes tend to separate, so you 
need to stir them really well before use, ensuring that you reach 
right down into the bottom of the tin. 

• These paints and varnishes tend to dry slowly, so be pre- 
pared to be patient and don’t do a second coat until the first 
one’s completely dry. If you want a product that dries faster, 
opt for water-based versions instead. Quick-drying glosses 
and satinwoods, for example, dry in a fraction of the time, 
compared to oil-based equivalents, and are a lot nicer to use. 
Warm conditions will speed up the drying time, while cold or 
damp conditions will slow it right down and may even ruin 
the finish. 

• Cleaning brushes after using oil-based paints and varnishes 
is hard going compared to water-based ones. You will need to 
use white spirit or turpentine substitute and you should soak 
your brush in this between coats. 

• It’s essential to paint in well- ventilated conditions. Make 
sure you wear gloves and old clothes, as the paint or varnish 
will be hard to remove from your skin. Remember to protect 
the surrounding area as well. 

• Over time, many oil-based paints and varnishes gradually 
yellow, especially if they’re white or clear. If you’re worried 
about this, opt for non-yellowing varnishes and water-based 
white paints, which shouldn’t yellow. 

... using wood stains 

• Don’t depend on colour charts when buying wood stains 
because the colours are unlikely to reproduce accurately in print. 
Many DIY stores display small blocks of wood that have been 
stained in the actual colours, enabling you to get a more accu- 
rate idea of how the stains will come out. 

• Useful as these blocks can be, the same colour wood stain 
will differ from manufacturer to manufacturer and different 
types of wood will stain differently, even with the same col- 
our. The only way to be sure of the colour you’re going to get is 
to try a tester patch on the wood you want to stain, especially if 
you’re trying to match an existing colour or do some touching 
up. 

• It’ s better to build up the colour gradually because once 
it’ s on, the stain will be hard to remove or make lighter. It may 
take quite a few coats to achieve the colour you want and you 
must get this right on your tester piece of wood first. Always 
follow the manufacturer’ s instructions when applying the stain. 

• Water-based wood stains tend to raise the grain of the wood, 
so you’ll need to sand the wood after staining it if you want a 
smooth finish. This problem aside, water-based products are 
generally the nicest to use as they dry quickly and have few 
fumes. 

• For durability, you may wish to apply a clear varnish over 
the wood once you’ve stained it. Sealing the wood first will 
stop the colour bleeding. You can also seal the wood before 
staining, which helps ensure uniform absorption of the stain. 
It’ s also a good idea to use sealer on the end grain, to stop it 
being too adsorbent, and on oily woods, as the sealer stops the 
resins in the wood from bleeding through. Thinned shellac is a 
good general sealer.

Tanner ’ s tips for top io 



• Good quality eggs add 
richness and vibrant colour to 
ice cream, so try to use organic 
or free range particularly for 
vanilla ice cream. 

• When combined with 
milk, sugar and cream, eggs act 
as a stabiliser bring the ingre- 
dients together and bonding 
them as a base custard to 


which any number of sweet 
and savoury flavours can be 
added to create imaginative ice 
creams. 

• A perfect egg custard base 
ensures perfect results so 
take care making one. Sugar 
and salt burn on contact with 
egg yolk, so they must be 
beaten in immediately with a 


whisk or spatula until com- 
plete mixed. 

• When pouring hot liquid 
onto beaten egg yolks, remem- 
ber you don’t want to scald the 
eggs, otherwise this will affect 
your end product. T ake care to 
always heat your custard base 
over a gentle flame so that the 
mixture doesn’t split or curdle.

240g caster (superfine) sugar 

1 kg (2 l/41b) fresh strawberries, washed and hulled 

75g icing (confectioner’s) sugar 

Juice of 1/2 lemon 

150ml water 

300g (10 1/2 oz) clotted cream 


Pour the double cream and 
milk into a saucepan, bring al- 
most to the boil, then remove 
from the heat and set aside. 

In a large mixing bowl, whisk 
together the egg yolks and 
caster sugar until they become 
pale and fluffy. Pour the milk 
and cream on to the egg and 
sugar mix, stirring all the time. 

Pour the mixture into a 
heavy-based saucepan or dou- 
ble-boiler and cook over a low 
heat, stirring all the time until the 
mixture coats the back of the 
spoon. (Under no circum- 
stances let the mixture boil or it 
will curdle.) 

Strain through a sieve into a 
large bowl and allow it to cool. 

Place the strawberries in a 
blender with the icing sugar, 
lemon juice and water and blitz 
until smooth, then pass through 
a sieve. 


Fold the strawberry mixture 
into the cooled custard mixture, 
then pour into an ice cream ma- 
chine and churn. Just as the 
mixture begins to pull together, 
add the clotted cream and con- 
tinue to churn until the mixture 
becomes smooth. Freeze until 
firm. 

Alternatively, freeze the 
strawberry and custard mixture 
in an uncovered freezer proof 
container for 1-2 hours until it 
begins set around the edges. 
Turn into a bowl and stir with a 
fork until smooth, or blend in a 
food processor. 

Return to the freezer for a 
further 2-3 hours until firm, 
then cover with a lid. Remove 
the ice cream from the freezer 
and place, with the clotted 
cream, in a food processor and 
blend until smooth. Freeze un- 
til firm.

Ingredients: 

lOOg (3 1/2 oz) white chocolate, broken into pieces 
850ml double (heavy) cream 
250g caster (superfine) sugar 
15 egg yolks 

200ml (7 fl oz) Irish cream or Baileys 


1 vanilla pod (bean) 

Line 8-9 cm diameter ram- 
ekins with greaseproof (waxed) 
paper, making sure the paper is 
double the height of the ram- 
ekins. 

Melt the chocolate in a bowl 
set over a pan of simmering 
water, then set aside. Whip the 
cream until it reaches soft 
peaks, then set aside in the 
fridge. 

Place the caster sugar in a 
heavy-based saucepan, just 
cover with water and heat gen- 
tly. When the temperature 
reaches lOOC (212F), begin 
whisking the egg yolks until 
they are pale and fully. 

When the syrup reaches 
1 16C (240F) remove from the 


heat and slowly pour into the 
egg yolks, continuing to whisk 
on a high speed until the mix- 
ture is cool. 

Gently warm the Irish cream 
in a saucepan. Split the vanilla 
pod in half and scrape out the 
seeds into the Irish cream, then 
stir into the melted chocolate. 
Fold the chocolate mixture into 
the egg and sugar mixture, fol- 
lowed by the whipped cream. 

Pour into the prepared ram- 
ekins and freeze for at least 
eight hours. To serve, carefully 
remove the paper and, using a 
teaspoon, remove a spoonful 
of souffle from the centre. Pour 
in a little Irish cream just before 
you bring to the table.

The following pages contain correspondence received from readers 
the past fortnight concerning the building of a controversial dual-car- 
riageway through the seemingly tranquil village of Alfarrobeirain Louie. 
The publication of some of the letters we have received is warranted, 
we believe, by the fact that seldom in the history of The Portugal 
News has one single issue attracted so much attention and generated 
so much frustration amongst readers in such a short space of time. In 
an interview recently granted to The Portugal News, the Louie Mayor 
explained his position, and while he said the route was not definite, 
said the interests of many were above that of just a few. We will allow 
readers to make up their minds, having read both sides of the story. 
(The interview with the Mayor is published in this week’ s edition on 
page 4). A copy of this page has been sent on to Louie City Hall for 
their records, not only to assist them in assessing the impact the route 
could have on a number of home owners in the area, but also the manner 
in which readers, thousands of whom are residents in Louie, perceive 
the City Hall. The Editor. 


New road at Alfarobeira 

SIR, I am horrified by the pros- 
pect of a new 4 lane highway tra- 
versing Alfarrobeira. 

I have recently discovered that 
Louie Camara propose building 
this - ILLUMINATED and EL- 
EVATED highway and it will 
come within 30 metres of my 
house, not my garden, not my 
swimming pool but my house! I 
sit at the junction of 3 separate 
valleys with beautiful views to the 
Ocean and although the A22 is 
only about 1 kilometre away it is 
below my sightlines and I do not 
often hear it. 

This proposed road will be di- 
rectly in front of me and looking 
down into my garden and straight 
into my bedrooms. And yet the 
Camara has not had the courtesy 
of notifying me or my neighbours 
of their thoughts, preferring in- 
stead to publicise their actions 
with a tiny poster in a local, hardly 
used Cinema in Louie. Does this 
not reflect their underhand treat- 
ment of their citizens? 

In attempting to find out what 
is happening my Engineer was 


eventually granted time with En- 
gineer Pacheco (Louie Camara) 
who was extremely reluctant to 
discuss the road, would not give 
copies of the proposed route for 
in depth study - it should be noted 
that the Camara appear to be us- 
ing out of date material and pho- 
tography which do not reflect the 
recent approved and constructed 
new houses in the area. 

What is the Camara doing giv- 
ing permission to build new 
homes when it knows that this 
highway is proposed - going 
straight through these new prop- 
erties causing untold distress and 
a housing blight in the area? Esti- 
mates already put this blight at a 
minimum of 1 5 ,000,000 euros off 
property prices alone. This is not 
affecting just a few foreign resi- 
dents, as the Camara has stated 
and therefore don’t matter, but 
many full time residents Portu- 
guese and people who have 
adopted Portugal as their home. 
Engineer Pacheco I am told, stated 
that no other or alternative routes 
were even being considered. 
Looks like the decision has been 


made regardless of consultation, 
study or cost. Interestingly this 
4,500,000 euro budget is just be- 
low the 5 ,000,000 euro threshold 
that requires presentation by the 
Camera to the Citizenry for pub- 
lic debate. 

As a resident of Portugal I can 
and do vote in both the local and 
European elections and I intend to 
make my voice heard. 

What they are proposing is il- 
legal. This road does not appear 
on the PDM (municipal plan) and 
therefore shows a flagrant disre- 
gard for both the law and the con- 
cerns of the people directly af- 
fected. 

If this proposed road goes 
ahead it will mean there will be 1 0 
lanes of high speed traffic linking 
Louie to the Stadium and beyond 
to Earo all within 1 kilometre of 
each other! 

If we need to improve access 
what is wrong with widening the 
existing 2Laneroad-Iam told this 
would be substantially cheaper 
than the budgeted 4,500,000 Euros 
currently under consideration for 
this very small section of road.

Proposed new road at 
Alfarrobeira 

SIR, I am a resident in the Al- 
garve and have been a resident 
since the year 2000 having moved 
here from Zimbabwe in that year 
with my wife and two children 
who attend local schools. I have 
my own garden construction and 
garden and pool maintenance firm 
under the style of Harveys of 
Louie employing 9 people at 
present and I advertise with your 
firm on a regular basis. My wife 
and I own properties inside Louie 
and between Louie and Sao Bras 
in the Apra area. 

It has come to my attention that 
the authorities intend to construct 
an elevated double carriage high- 
way through Alfarrobeira in order 
to HnkLoule with the existing high- 
way between Louie and Earo. As 
aresident I am very concerned for 
the following reasons : 


1 . The proposed road will de- 
stroy a section of forested 
grasslands through this country- 
side and it will cause noise pollu- 
tion and air pollution to the home- 
owners of the properties in the 
path of the new road. 

2. 1 do not believe that this pro- 
posed road has been shown on the 
PDM plan relating to this area. 

3 . 1 do not behe ve that there has 
been adequate consultation be- 
tween the local authority and the 
residents affected by this pro- 
posed scheme. 

4. I think that the efforts and 
money of the local authority 
would be better spent on estab- 
lishing the circular route around 
Louie linking the Earo road with 
the Boliquieme road and the 
Queren^a road and the Sao Bras 
road. 

1 feel that the local authority 
should make a greater effort to 
widen the existing stretch of road 
at the top of Alfarrobeira rather 
than ruin the landscape below. 

6. 1 am also concerned that this

to make a highway in that area. 

7 . 1 feel that more consideration 
should be given to localhomeown- 
ers who are developing properties 
in the area and pouring their life 
savings into their homes.

Proposed €8m scheme 
to widen and elevate

SIR, Our lives wereplunged into 
uncertainty one recent afternoon 
during aconversation with aneigh- 
bour. “Y ou know about the new 
flyover coming through our vil- 
lage.” 

My wife and I did not ! And we 
were none the wiser after our visit 
to the planning dept, at the Louie 
Camera. The clerks said they had 
heard that a scheme was in the plan- 
ning but had received no details. 
There was a map and we had to go 
to another building to see it. 

It was very unclear but we gath- 
ered the following: Yes there is a 
scheme to “improve” the road that 
links Faro to Louie. This is the old 
road whichmns from the new Santa 
Catarina roundabout just south of 
Louie to the A22 motorway ( 1 P 1 ) 
and the N 1 25 , a stretch of approxi- 
mately 4 kilometres. 

On this road lies our little home 
village of Alfarrobeira. As we un- 
derstand it, the old road is to be 
replaced with a dual carriageway 
which will fly over the village on 
columns. Construction will be in 
two phases and will cost 8 million 
euros. 

This will mean that the lives of 
hundreds of residents will be dis- 
rupted, not just for the construc- 
tion period, but for ever! It is a 
threat to our peace and way of life. 

For this reason we want to 
know - and feel we have the right 
to know- the answers to the fol- 
lowing questions: 

1 . Can we have full information 
please? Aletter, or a plan, a meet- 
ing and some consultation? 

2. Is the road scheme really nec- 
essary? 

3 . Is it worth 8 million euros and 
who pays for it? 

We are not sure exactly where 
theroadis goingtomnbut weknow 
it will dissect the village about 100 
metres north of our house. Since 
it will not be exactly over the top 
of our house, as for some it will be, 
we should count ourselves among 
the lucky ones ! But for all, there 
win be appalling short term dismp- 
tion and in the long term no escap- 
ing the incessant traffic noise. 

On a personal note, my wife and 
I retired here some years ago from 
Wales. The Algarve has been a 
lovely place to live but for one 
maj or drawback which ironically 
is about to ruin our lives: it is be- 
coming one big constmction site: 
little boxes are going up every- 
where with all the roads to service 
them! 

We were looking forward to a 
long and peaceful retirement. It 
may be long but by the looks of it 
far from peaceful.

look like that’ envy in most of us, 
but baring all to get that enviable 
glow can come at a damaging price 
even if you’re famous. 

The UV light from the sun’ s no 
respecter of status - and scien- 
tists and health experts believe 
those rays are responsible for 
about 80% of our visible ageing, 
and can even trigger life threaten- 
ing skin cancer. This summer, 
singer andX Factor winner Leona 
Lewis is heading a campaign by 
the Teenage Cancer Trust, sup- 
ported by Superdrug, to encour- 
age young people to ‘Shun 
Burn’. 

Leona, 21, who uses fake tan, 
sun protection and would never 
use a sunbed admits: “I did get 
burnt when I was younger as 1 
assumed wrongly because I’m 
mixed race that I couldn ’ t bum . 

“The family photos are so 
embarrassing because I’m the 
brightred one in the middle ! It just 
goes to prove that anyone can get 
burnt.” 

The star’ s cousin died of can- 
cer andshe says: “I’mencourag- 
ing teenagers to realise that 


whether you’re in the UK or 
abroad, it’ s vital to cover up and 
use a sun cream with an SPF of 
30 or above. It’s time to respect 
your skin!” 

Five other celebrities took up 
a challenge this week to find out 
what effect tanning had wreaked 
on their skin - and were shocked 
by the results. 

Glamour girls Jodie Marsh and 
Bianca Gascoigne, former WAG 
Charlotte Mears, GMTV host 
Kate Garraway and Big Brother 
7’s Imogen Thomas agreed to 
have their pictures taken with a 
special camera that exposes sun 
damage. 

Their faces were read by the 
Beau Visage skin imaging system 
in aid of Cancer Research UK, 
and the revealing session was ar- 
ranged by new! magazine. The 
machinery looked 2mm under 
the skin’ s surface, painting apic- 
ture of what the stars will look like 
unless they take prompt action. 

The unflattering images 
showed brown spots where the 
skin is sun damaged, which will 
gradually come to the surface of

the face unless it is protected. 
And as a further wake-up call, the 
celebrities also had their skin age 
revealed, which in J odie Marsh’ s 
case was eight year’s older than 
her real age. 

The stars reveal their relation- 
ship with the sun and how they 
felt when they saw the results of 
the skin test: 

:: JODIE MARSH 
Glamour model. Real age: 29. 
Skin age: 37. 

Jodie describes the result of 
having skin eight years older than 
her age as “horrifying.” 

She says: “I have to live with 
my face and every day I stress 
about it. I’m definitely worried 
about ageing. But as soon as I’m 
out of the door I forget. This has 
really made me think.” 


It’s estimated that using a 
sunbed before the age of 35 in- 
creases the risk of developing 
skin cancer by 75%, but Jodie 
says : “I use one every two weeks 
although when it’s sunny I don’t 
use them at all.

Although she regularly jets to 
sunny climes as part of her job 
with GMTV she says: “When I 
was younger 1 loved the sun, and 
in those days didn’t think about 
sun damage. But since then 1 have 
been aware of sun damage, par- 
ticularly on my face. 

“On holiday, 1 keep my face 
completely out of the sun. I have 
sun block on and wear a hat and 
glasses. I wear a foundation with 
an SPF in the sun, too.” 

If she ’ s going to an event she 
uses fake tan. “It’ s lovely to be 
in the sun but you don’t have 
to bake yourself. Nowadays 
fake tans are so good I don’t 
know why anyone uses 
sunbeds.”

Rates of skin cancer, the sec- 
ond most common cancer among 
20-39 year olds, is increasing 
faster than any other cancer. 
There are around 100,000 new 
cases each year. 

Maria Tabou at the British 
Association of Dermatologists 
(BAD) says: “Skin cancer is now 
so common, we should be check- 
ing our skin for worrying moles 
as regularly as we check our 
breasts for lumps.”

Getting your feet out after the 
winter can be an unpleasant ex- 
perience.

first, and 
only package 
holiday on a 
Greek island 
some years ago 
hardly lingers in the memory as a 
pleasant affair.

nothing at all and yummy mum- 
mies of energetic children and 
wives of have-a-go husbands 
were seen running for the beach 
with a good book in hand. 

But I was there for the action 
and my first day boasted a pretty 
exhausting mix: scuba diving, 
water-skiing and tennis tuition.

Extensions is the defining con- 
cept for Jozz/n August. This is the 
25th Jazz in August, since the 
event was launched in 1 984, 
and overthe courseof two and 
a half decades it has docu- 
mented contempororyjozz os 
it happened and introduced 
its prime movers. Jazz first come 
to be with the start of thetwenti- 
eth century, and now, in the 
early twenty first, jazz is more 
than ever questioning its iden- 
tity, the reality of its enduring 
validity through o continuous 
process of intercontinental and 
even interdisciplinary ex- 
changes. Rising above the re- 
sulting quarrels and denun- 
ciations, fed by single-track 
thinking, it is more worthwhile to 
follow the course of creative 
musicians, to understand and 
accept them, to give them o 
platform on which to present 
themselves. 

Since its founding. Jazz em 
Agosto has been responsible 
forthe first Portuguese perform- 
ances by o long list of important 
musicians in the history of the

The name Saddam Hussein became a byword for evii during the iast 20 years. His 
genocidai actions saw him piiioried as the pianet’s most bioodthirsty despot, and some 
of the Western worid’s most powerfui nations poured biiiions of doiiars into his removai. 
But who was the man behind the myth? That is the question posed in this controversiai 
new series, igai Naor piays the ruthiess dictator in a gripping new four-part drama series 
that charts the rise and faii of one of the most significant poiiticai figures in recent history. 
It’s March 2003 and, in the opulent presidential palace of Baghdad, Saddam Hussein 
watches defiantly as President Bush declares in a televised address to the Iraqi people 
that “the tyrant will soon be gone”. The sound of bombs is heard in the distance. Back 
to July 1979, again in Baghdad, during the seventh birthday party celebrations of his 
daughter, Hala, Deputy President Saddam and his allies force the intimidated President 
Ahmed Hassan al-Bakr to resign. Convening his first governmental congress of the Ba’ath 
party, Saddam exposes supposed detractors of his new leadership who are led from the 
courtroom and forced to ‘confess’ to an attempted coup. It is just one of many brutal 
moments chillingly brought to life in this thoroughly researched work of bravery and scope.

amazement Cleo won Best Female with 
Neusa and her Brown girl Petra in second. 
Cleo is funny in the heat, she almost ‘am- 
bles’ around the ring, none ofthis running for 
her, I was ahead of her. I had expected that 
to mark her down but obviously the Judge 
overlooked her nonchalance. I must admit 
the Judge did seem to make us do a lot of 
runs around the ring — for my geriatric body 
in that heat it was quite a struggle. To just 
fi ni sh my day on a ‘high’ Cleo went onto win 
Best in Show. Thankyou Cleo, you are a dar- 
ling girl. I can barely recognise this Cleo in a 
ring to the Cleo of 2 years ago who shook 
violently every time she went in a ring — she 
has matured and ‘ grown’ into it. She is more 
‘reliable’ now, it used to be a case of ‘good 
day, bad day ’ . Some days she was just not in 
the mood and it was obvious — on these oc- 
casions it was a case of in and out of ring 
with as little embarrassment as possible.

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Obama’s Foreign Tour 


Barack Obama wants three things out 
of his tour of the Middie East and 
Europe. He wants peopie everywhere 
to think that he has the answers for the 
wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. He 
wants Jewish Americans to beiieve 
that he is Israei’s unquestioning 
supporter. And he wants Americans to 
notice that Europeans wouid vote for 
him by afive-to-one majority, if they 
couid vote in US eiections. 


Americans will certainly no- 
tice that, although it will not do 
him much good among the key 
group of American voters whose 
support would make an Obama 
victory next November a dead 
certainty: the white poor in de- 
caying rust-belt towns who 
“cling to guns or religion or an- 
tipathy to people who aren’ t like 
them... as a way to explain their 
frustrations,” as he famously put 
it last spring. Those people are 
not impressed by the views of 
foreigners, and they don’t auto- 
matically vote Democratic any 
more. 

Neither do Jewish Americans, 
and the Zionist majority among 
them are deeply suspicious 
about Obama’ s commitment to 
Israel. This is true even though 
he now toes the line, saying that 
Israel is just the innocent victim 
of “the perverse and hateful ide- 
ologies of radical Islam.” All the 
history has vanished down the 
memory hole, and he no longer 
refers to the underlying issues 
of conquest and settlement. 

Last year’s formula that “no- 
body is suffering more than the 
Palestinian people” has been 
modified into a more satisfac- 
tory “nobody has suffered more 
than the Palestinian people from 
the failure of the Palestinian 
leadership to recognise Israel,” 
and Obama now declares that Je- 
rusalem “must remain undi- 
vided.” 

That’ s enough to win him the 
neutrality of major Zionist or- 
ganisations, although they know 
that he really thinks the situa- 
tion is more complicated than 
that. So long as he gets through 
the Middle Eastern leg of his trip 
without anybody from Hamas 
giving him flowers, he’ll be all 
right on that front. 

The one foreign policy ques- 
tion that Obama cannot avoid is 
what to do about Bush’s wars. 
His short-term solution is to cou-

pie his long-standing opposition 
to the “wrong war,” Iraq, with a 
newfound enthusiasm for the 
“right war”: Afghanistan. 

Obama’s proposal to send an 
extra 10,000 American troops to 
fight in Afghanistan will not 
change the situation there. Even 
a hundred thousand American 
troops wouldn’t change it. He 
may even know that, but this is 
his only way of dealing with the 
politically inconvenient fact that 
Bush’ s troop “surge” in Iraq has 
brought about a visible improve- 
ment in the local security situa- 
tion. 

The improvement may not 
last — the Sunni militias, and 
indeed Moqtada al-Sadr’s big 
Shia militia, too, may only be 
biding their time until the 
Americans leave — but the per- 
ception that will dominate the 
few remaining months until the 
election is that Iraq is on the way 
to being an American success 
story. Obama , quite rightly, 
opposed the invasion from the 
start, and is committed to pull- 
ing out US combat troops within 
sixteen months of taking office. 
So how does he fight off the ac- 
cusation that he risks throwing 
a victory away? 

By arguing that ending the 
war in Iraq is “essential to meet- 
ing our broader strategic goals, 
starting in Afghanistan and Pa- 
kistan, where the Taliban is re- 
surgent and al-Qaida has a safe 
haven.” He is quite right to want 
to bail out of Iraq as soon as pos- 
sible, but he needs the war in Af- 
ghanistan to explain it to Ameri- 
can voters, who have been per- 
suaded by years of propaganda 
that the best way to deal with 
terrorist threats is to invade 
places. 

“I continue to believe that 
we’re under-resourced in Af- 
ghanistan,” he said in Washing- 
ton recently. “That is the real 
centre for terrorist activity that 
we have to deal with and deal 
with aggressively.” 

That’s nonsense, although it 
is intoned by media pundits and 
so-called military analysts in the 
United States a thousand times 
a day. No Afghan has ever car- 
ried a terrorist attack in a West- 
ern country, and it’ s not likely 
to happen in the future, either. 
Nor can the Afghan insurgency 
be suppressed by pouring more 
foreign troops into the country: 
the Russians had twice as many 
soldiers in Afghanistan in the 
1980s as the West has now, and 
they still lost. 

Not only was invading Iraq in 
2003 a ghastly mistake; invad- 
ing Afghanistan in 2001, al- 
though a political necessity in 
the US after 9/11, was also a 
strategic error. In terms of neu- 



tralising Osama bin Laden and 
al-Qaeda, more would have been 
achieved, at a far lower cost, by 
placing the country under a strict 
blockade and quarantine. In the 
end. Western troops will have to 
leave Afghanistan again, and if 


that means that the Taliban re- 
gain control (which is not actu- 
ally very likely), then quarantine 
may yet have to be the long-term 
solution. 

Does Obama realise this? 
Maybe not, for it is not yet ac- 


cepted by any large group of 
American “foreign policy ex- 
perts,” including his own advis- 
ers. But the line about needing 
to pull out of Iraq in order to 
have a better chance of “win- 
ning” in Afghanistan sounds 


plausible enough to get him 
through the next few months. 

So his trip will be a success 
so long as he sticks with the 
platitudes while he’ s in the Mid- 
dle East, and avoids too much 
adulation while he’s in Europe.

The ‘Sagres’ has been at 
anchored at Luanda Island’ s na- 
val base at the weekend from 
where it sailed to the Angolan 
port of Lobito on Thursday. 

Forty Angolan cadets join 


the 207-member crew in 
Luanda for the two-day train- 
ing voyage to Lobito. 

Four cadets from Cape 
Verde and Sao Tome and 
Principe also participated in 


the training exercises. 

The ‘Sagres’ had not raised its 
sails in Angolan ports since well 
before the country’s independ- 
ence from Portugal in 1 975 .

Zara sub-contractor accused 
of child exploitation 



Penafiel work environment watchdog ACT detected two minors, aged 14 
and 15 and without minimum compulsory schooling, working in a Pagos de 
Ferreira-based textile factory which has Inditex, owners of international 
clothing chain Zara, on its client list. The case has been handed over to the 
Public Prosecution’s office. 


The Cunha & Alves company, 
which employs around 150 work- 
ers, reportedly encouraged the 
minors to vacate their work 
posts once the ACT inspectors’ 
presence on the premises was 
discovered. 

The company will now be 
held responsible and faces legal 
action, probably by way of a 
fine, and has been reported to the 
Public Prosecutors office for 
employing minors. 

Located in Raimonda, Cunha 
& Alves have already been 
charged with previous offences. 
And according to reports it is not 


the first time minors have been 
found working on the premises. 

On this occasion, the chil- 
dren’s situation was also re- 
ported to the local PETI branch 
- aprogramme for Prevention and 
Eradication of Child Labour. 

In 2006, the newspaper Ex- 
presso revealed that various chil- 
dren from around Felguerias were 
being recruited to produce hand- 
made shoes for a company sub- 
contracted by Inditex, highlight- 
ing the cases of two bothers, aged 
1 1 and 14, stitching Zara shoes 
for just 40 cents a pair. 

Inditex subsequently launched 


an investigation that culminated in 
the rescinding of their contract 
with the company. 

In 2006 around 300 companies, 
including some in Portugal, were 
dismissed by Inditex for violating 
work ethics established by the 
Spanish group, which owns other 
companies such as Pull and Bear, 
Massimo Dutti, and Stradivarius. 

Included in the work code is a 
clause that states Inditex will not 
cooperate with any manufactur- 
ers that use child labour or physi- 
cal punishment, harassment, or 
any other type of abuse of 
power.

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Mentally ill doctor 
acquitted of attempted 
murder, back at work 



A mentally ill doctor from Vila Franca de 
Xira accused of defaming and threatening 
38 of his neighbours as well as trying to kill 
another with a axe has been considered by 
courts as ‘exempt from punishment’ and 
allowed to return to practice.

VilaFrancade Xira Public Pros- 
ecutors have shelved a law suit in 
which the doctor, identified only 
as C. V. , was accused of attempted 
murder, insults, and threatening 
neighbours in Vialonga. 

The case dates back to be- 
tween 2004 and 2006, when the 
doctor, at the time practicing at 
the Alverca health centre, was 
suspended following an investi- 
gative report by newspaper 
Jornal de NoUcias in 2007 . 

An internal investigation was 
launched by the Doctor’ s Board 
(Ordem dos Medicos - OM), 
who looked into his professional 
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conduct and which is still await- 
ing conclusion. 

In the case file, the Public Pros- 
ecutor considered the doctor ‘ex- 
empt from punishment’ as he 
suffers from paranoid schizo- 
phrenia. But the Regional Lisbon 
and T agus V alley Health Admin- 
istrative Board did not take into 
account the fact that the doctor 
returned to work on August 1 2*. 

His alleged victims have guar- 
anteed they will demand the re- 
opening of the case, one telling JN, 
“I am speechless. He is sick and 
can’t be tried, but he is well 
enough to return to work and deal 
with patients”. 

In December 2005 the doctor 
is said to have struck a neighbour 
with an axe, at Quinta da 
Maranhota, in V ialonga. The vic- 
tim managed to escape, but the 
doctor was not arrested. 

The incident caused a police 
investigation in which 3 8 neigh- 
bours claim to have been subject 
to defamation, insults and 
threats, denouncing the doctor. 

Now living in Alverca with a 
young female companion, who is 
also reportedly mentally unsta- 
ble, and their child, who is said by 
a Social Security source due to be 
taken into care because of negli- 
gence, the newspaper further 
claims. 

Another of his children re- 
mains in a previous place of resi- 
dence reportedly surviving on 
local handouts, after his mother 
died last year. 



Last year thefts in the retail 
industry peaked at €359 million, 
0.53% of the €12.5 billion rev- 
enue. APED (Portuguese Asso- 
ciation of Distribution Compa- 
nies) are attempting to change 
laws as losses through theft are 
not tax deductible in Portugal. 

Last year’ s value is the high- 
est since 2003, the year when the 
Portuguese economy was in re- 
cession, and represents a €12 
million, or 23%, growth com- 
pared to 2006. The value of thefts 
in these establishments, or un- 
known losses (as called in the dis- 
tribution sector), was calculated 
by results from eight of the larg- 
est operators of the sector in a 
study carried out by APED. 

Jose Antonio Rousseau, Gen- 
eral-Director of APED, reckons 
this high figure can be justified by 
the current economic crisis and 
also by the rise of violent and or- 
ganised crime, despite increased 
security at establishments. He 
also says thefts “are carried out, 
in equal proportion, by workers 


and consumers”; adding that a big 
part of the losses are made in an 
organised manner. “Products of 
small dimensions with a high 
value are the most susceptible to 
theft” such as cosmetics, per- 
fumes, batteries and even razor 
blades, he commented. 

According to the Global Retail 
Theft Barometer, of the compa- 
nies that calculate the negative 
impact thefts have on retail com- 
merce, theft reduced expected 
revenue by 1 .3 1 % in Portugal. Of 
the 17 countries analysed, Aus- 
trian retailers are the ones that 
suffer the least from these sorts 
of crimes, with Greece on the 
opposite end of the scale, fol- 
lowed by Prance and Great Brit- 
ain. Portugal is placed eighth. 

All unknown losses, only 
discovered after the company 
does an inventory, are not tax 
deductible and Jose Rousseau 
has proposed losses be “al- 
lowed as a deductible cost, with 
a value not less than 0.6% of 
gross profits.” 


New private hospital for 
Portimao 


Prom August, Portimao will 
have a new hospital, located at the 
old district hospital’s structure, 
the result from a partnership be- 
tween the Santa Casa da 
Misericordia of Portimao and the 
Hospital Particular do Algarve. 

Sao Camilo Hospital will com- 
plement and improve the already 
existent health services and will 
also have an External Consulta- 
tion Service (general and specific 
areas). Imaging Units and Com- 
plementary Exams for Cardiol- 
ogy and Rehabilitation. 

As part of the Hospital Par- 
ticular do Algarve group, the hos- 
pital will also have an in-patient 
area, with 23 beds initially, and 


an operation bloc with three 
rooms for general, orthopaedic, 
and ears nose and throat surger- 
ies. According to the board, these 
will be some of the specialised 
areas of the hospital, with future 
plans to increase the number of 
these areas. 

The new hospital is aiming to 
establish agreements with insur- 
ance companies. Health subsys- 
tems, Councils and ARS/ Al- 
garve. Board members say it will 
also benefit from the 12 years 
experience of one of the biggest 
private health groups in the Al- 
garve. 

The Sao Camilo Hospital will 
open on U' August. 
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
